The MHBK took upon itaelf the representation of poasible milltary Interests 

occurent in the emígrationo It did nőt auccede, however In creatlng a 

unlfication in the Hungárián Army desplte its strong efforts of aeveral 

yeara * carried out under difficult circumatan^es in exile though a har- 

mony irremiasibly would be neceaaary to the effect of representing 

milltary interests before Western Powers alike than before the population 

of our Fatherland. 

On the contrary, there is such a vehement and constantly in- 
creaslng disputa, since recent tlme , on princlples and on personal questlons 
that through the MHBK nőt only Hungárián milltary interests, bút the autho- 
rity of the entlre Hungárián emigration is Jeopardlzed. 

The Canadian G-roup of the MHBK is nőt willlng and nőt in a 
positlon to glve utterance to its opinlon on the subject, bút would lay 
claim to an urgent and satlsfactory aettlement of the deleteitoua (detri- 
mental) dispute among former members of the Hungárián Army, as to enable t&e 
MHBK to contlraue its activlty in interrest of the whole Nation and Inde- 
pendently from personal questlons. 

With consideration to the decision of its leaders, the Ganddlan 
Group therefore submlts its proposal in the follovings : 

1./ Leader of the MHBK should appeal in public to all Hungárián

Hob-nc 
Hungarians " and stars, signifying military ranks , consequently were 
only mentioned as " potatoe-flowers « " in it.

faith and quiet conscience .Further, I have to know whether I may appeal 
to the trust of the thousands of my camerades and whether I am in pos- 
session of their authori zatí on with exception of those who are 

higher in ranks than I latter will be approached by mvself in 

t his question .... e t c . 

All the premisses are included in the above quoted comprehension 
which were later called "des truction, rebellion and ai sintegration 
in the replies. There is a supreme Leading .Mtlitary '^uthority and an 
Investiga ting Organ raentioned in the "appeal.” Lack of their existence 

caused the dangerous depravity in the debates about the MíBK . 

I avoid to quote all the statements which w.ere con t radic tory 
to the aforementioned facts, nor am I ready to repeat the easily re- 
futable , fictioue syllogísms from the reiusing replies, since destructior 
and disintegration are nőt my intention , though I was accused of doing 

so# On the contrary : my wish is that IvfHBK should restored to the base 

on which It was started ( I could quote again } further t hat a new 
'^Honvédség , a Military basie fór unified Liberation Army should be 
recons t ructed . 

I confine myself therefore símply to eraphasise that, gespite 
all refusala, all decisions raised in the P.D are still essential and 
necessary. My convinction in this respect is as strong as it was three 

and half years ago on behalf of the MHBK' Leader. Nothing happened 

up to this time which could lay down reasons fór a changed comprehension.

Much better results could be produced in terms 
with the Western Powers, with one or another national organ ( possibly 
nőt even with the official one ) with NATO, the ABN or someone elae 
than it is possible now in aggrements made by Mr. X. or Y., who . quite 
independently from each other . add often against each other, supported 
by pnly a small faction, try to follow their own vagaries of imagination- 

We have to create such an able Hungárián partner supported at 
least by the militarian unity in exile , invested with adequate authority 
and undisputed competency fór treatise with the Western adherents. 

Wlthout such preliminary conditions ws are nőt accepted as serious part- 
ners andv we can*t expect to be consioered as such ones. Though the ?# i 3K 
is nőt in the poss e ssion of any one of thbs e pres u pposals. B ut discuss 
of such matters is nőt its concern at all. The ^THBK has other destinatior 
and their fulfilment is expected by Hungárián emigrants as well as by 
the whole Nation. 

b./ So we arrlved to the essential ; : the existence of the MHBK 
and its rights depend on the solution of this question ; .What is the MHBE

I don*t beli eve that anybody at home could be interrested in any 
social organisation be of ever so "martlal spirit."

I have to appologlze that I answer only so belatedly to your 
kind letters of 30th June and 12th July, both honoring me . They delay 
was caused partlji by the fact that I waíted fór an answer from ZÁKO , 
and partly by the clrcumstance that I have to spend weekly 55 - 6 O hours 
In hard v/ork, and thla is no "f airy-tale . " 

I was very muoh pleased by your kind letters fór the contact 
between us, which was stopped by my fault, now has been restored again* 
I have now at least an idea how do you live there in the old E urope^ 
sentenced to death. Though I now clearly see that nőt only Europe is 
convicted to death, bút because of the dishonour of its so-called 
”G-reat States *raen" the entire white race too. - The end will last to 
somé decades, so we will nőt live to see it* 

I submit herewith my new '*deciaration " fór your informatioi 
nőt only in respect of its content, bút alsó in respect of the course 
of events.
